Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 5-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from 
another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, 
the claims 5-7 not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35

Goldstein '177 discloses a filter change tool formed from a plate 
having a supporting portion and a hook portion with a v bend there 
between. Sutton '893 (see fig. 8) has a similar device. Jacobs '172 (see fig. 
1) has a similar device.
